CANYON: 


TEHACHAPI, CALIF., Sept. 3, 1970 — 
Bean Canyon has long time been a nice 
place for the weekend rider with the 
area far away from complaining 
residents; but not so any longer as one 
local owner, Roger Nichols, has recently 
filed a complaint with the Kern County 
Sheriffs. against 150 riders for 
trespassing on his property. 

Sergeant Ben Austin of the County 
Sheriff’s Department explained that 
Nichols filed the complaint due to 
“excessive damage to his property and 
the poor attitude of the riders he had 
confronted on his property.” 

The first time any problem was 
known to occur in Bean Canyon was on 
Aug. 25, 1968. 

"At that time,” says Sgt. Ausitn, 
“Nichols was concerned about what he 
could do about getting the 
motorcyclists from coming onto his 
land. But that was as far as it went.” 

But, in 1969, Nichols’ section of land 
at the top of the canyon was again hit 
by the weekend riders and Nichols, with 
the held of the Sheriff’s department, 
put up fences with no trespassing signs. 

“He hired several reserve deputies and 
staked. out the area,” Sgt. Austin 
continues, "but since it was late in the 
year and snow was almost upon us, 
nobody came near the fence so Nichols 
left for the winter." 5 

According to Austin, Nichols 
returned to his property in late March 
(although it may have been sooner) and 
found his fences had been torn down 
and his property littered with a great 
deal of trash. 

"It was then that. Nichols became 
very concerned about . what. was 
happening,” Austin adds, “and so he 
asked me what he could do about it. I 
could only suggest putting up another 
fence since it takes me about an hour to 
reach the area from town.” 

Bean Canyon, although only 
approximately 20 miles from Tehachapi 
by road, has as its only access a narrow 
and rough-winding dirt road which is 
passable only at about 5-ten miles per 
hour by car. 

“Nichols also hired several reserve 
deputies on a part-time, irregular basis 
to survey the individuals coming into 
the area,” the sergeant continues. “He 
was under the impression that most of 


someone to dismantle. 


Seven foot polls driven four feet into the ground appearently were too much for 


the riders were from around this area, 
which he found was not the case. 

“Then, after some bad experiences 
with a few of the riders after having 
taken these surveys, he asked me what 
he could do to get these motorcyclists 
off his property. Two months ago, he 
filed the compalint.” 

The 150 riders have since been sent 
letters from the current judge in charge 
of the case, William L. Woods, which 
state the charge of trespassing and sets 
the bail at $65 if the person does not 
wish to appear. 

"However," states Austin, “if the 
person does appear, his bail will be cut 
to $35 because the judge feels they will 
lose the other $30 in wages lost and 
traveling expenses. 

"[ must add that if they pleade 
not-guilty, it will cost them more 
because they will pay the costs for a 
lawyer, a prosecutor, and a jury (if they 
want a jury trial). 

Much of the comments the Sheriff's 
department has received since the 
issuance of the letters (which took the 
place of warrants which would have 
resulted in the arrest of the 150 riders 
automatically and without warning) has 
been the method of receiving the 
plaintiffs’ names. 

“Under the guise of a survey,” states 
one of the 150, “I believe they made me 
testify against myself; they never stated 
my rights as a citizen.” 

In reaction to this, Sgt. Austin is 
rather stern. “Every person is required 
to give an officer his name, address and 
age. If he refuses, that becomes grounds 
for suspicion and the person is subject 
to arrest and being put in jail for 24 
hours. 

“All I can say is if their only 
complaint is in regards to how their 
names were taken, then they know they 
are guilty and were in the wrong and are 
only looking for a way out — they're 
nit-picking.” 

The Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM) states there is public lands in the 
Bean Canyon area, but the land is 
entirely surrounded by private property. 

With this the case, even if a person is 
stopped while riding on the public land, 
he is still guilty of trespassing because 
he had to have crossed private land to 
reach this area.

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Sgt. Ben Austin points out one reason landowners have a growing concern over their 


property. This barbed-wire fence was up less than one week before it was cut apart 


by wire cutters. 

The BLM has a group of special 
agents known as Access Specialists who 
are at this time, says a BLM spokesman, 
attempting to secure a route of access so 
that the riders can legally get to the 
public land areas. 

However, until that time, says Sgt. 
Austin, “Bean Canyon is closed to all 
forms of vehicles and trespassing can 
lead to more issuing of warrants." 

Based upon Sgt. Austin's statements, 
several unusual instances have been 
uncovered. 

As the sergeant reports, Nichols did 
not return until late March (this is an 
estimate). to find his fences torn down 
and his porperty littered with trash. It 
was after that that he began hiring 
reserve deputies to take the. surveys. 
However, several of the 150 riders were 
issued their letters for riding in the area 
before Nichols supposedly returned — 
several were dated in mid-February. 

One in particular, a Mr. Williamson, 
states he was stopped by a reserve 
deputy, “who was hunting on the 
property with Nichols’ permission so 
long as he conducted a survey. He said it 
was OK to continue to ride." 

This report was validated by several 
other riders. 

In reply, Sgt. Austin, who is one of 
two sheriffs patroling the area of 579 
square miles within which Bean Canyon 
lies, concluded, “I cannot believe an 
officer would allow these individuals to 
continue to break the law. They did, 





return the way they had come or, if 
they were running low on gas, to take 
the shortest course back. But, allowing 
them to continue riding on the private 
property, I believe, is not true." 

Also, in mid-March (after the surveys 
began being taken) Skip Clark's Cycle 
City sponsored a “Fun Enduro” in the 
Bean Canyon area without any ill 
effects. 

Nearly every rider has said that at the 
time they were surveyed (a vast 
majority occurred in April) they did not 
see any signs or fences so they did not 
know the land was closed. 

Just recently, more survey cards are 
beginning to appear in the Bean Canyon 
area, but they are not supplied by 
Nichols. Instead, another land owner, 
Bob Monroe, has asked the shefiffs he 
has hired to obtain the information, 
Last weekend alone, 56 cards were filled 
out. This was the same weekend Nichols 
had again reposted his land and fenced 
part of it off. 

Less than a week later, the fence was 
cut down, several signs torn off trees 
and others on stands were uprooted. 

Whether these surveys will be used as 
evidence. if Monroe decided to file a 
complaint is not known at this time; 
however, the possibility is there, as the 
tension. in Bean Canyon continues to 
grow. (Next. week: THE EFFECT OF 
BEAN CANYON, a report on what may 
happen to the motorcycle industry 
based upon what is happening at Bean 
Canyon.)

Outdoor Manners 


SAN FRANCISCO, CALIF., Sept. 2, 1970 — The U.S. Forest Service is cautioning 
motorcycle users to respect the rights of others in developed National Forest 
campgrounds. “Good outdoor manners and campground regulations are based on 
protection of the environment and consideration of the other forest visitor,” 
according to Acting Regional Forester C.A. Yates. "In aggravated cases, rangers are 
giting offenders for misuse of motorcycles in campgrounds under the Secretary of 
Agriculture's regulations." He noted that visitors at National Forest campgrounds 
throughout the State have complained of motorcycles causing excessive noise, being 
driven recklessly and creating safety hazards in the campgrounds. “Only a few 
inconsiderate people can spoil the enjoyment of many,” Yates continued. 

Motorcycles and motor bikes are to be used in National Forest campgrounds only 
for the purpose of entering or leaving the campgrounds. Yates said that violators will 
be cited for excessive gunning of their engine, driving in excess of posted speeds, 
driving carelessly and disregarding the safety of others. A valid State of California 
operator’s license is also required for use of driving motorcycles in and out of 
campgrounds. Motorcycle operators should be aware that effective spark arrestors are 
required for any travel off of public highways. 

Those cited on a notice of violation will have to appear before a U.S. 
Commissioner, where the maximum penalty can be a fine up to $500 or up to 6 
months in jail, or both. 


Police Action 


LOS ANGELES, CALIF., August 28, 1970 — The Los Angeles Police Department 
today called for a “positive approach” to problems created through off-road riding, 
primarily through the establishment of more public and private riding areas. 

At a special meeting of the steering committee of “Operation Trail Bike” attended 
by representatives of city and county government, as well as members of the 
motorcycle industry, the LAPD disclosed that over 2000 complaints *'related to the 
off-street operation of motorcycles and minibikes in the City of Los Angeles" had 
been received by the department since the first of the year. The majority of the 
complaints, they said, “involve noise and dust (estimate, 80%), but include property 
damage, erosion, etc. Ecology is an involved consideration." 

Under, “Proposals For Future”, the police department report said, Convenient 
available property is diminishing in urban areas. Designated areas, private or public 
operated, would reduce the need for enforcement and the negative/expensive 
involvement of the City of Los Angeles. A positive approach by the City could 
enhance its image with a large setment of the citizens, participants, and 
complainants.

Aldana could take the 
lead with a, victory if Rice finishes 23rd, or under and Romero takes the checkered 
18th or under. 

For Aldana to remain in the running he must place within the top five finishers at 
Sacramento, but even then his chances are doubtful if either Rice or Romero does 
well.

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PALMGREN AT NAZARETH; 


Race Narrows To Rice, Romero And Aldana Into

NAZARETH, PA., Sept. 6, 1970 — The 
55-mile race over Nazareth's huge one 
and one-eighth mile dirt track is the 
great bike killer on the AMA circuit. It 
is too short for a rider to hold back and 
wait for an opportunity, and it is too 
long for the endurance built into most 
engines. Consequently, it puts a 
life-time of wear on a motorcycle in 50 
fast laps. 

For example, eight bikes of the 
starting 20 completed the 50-lap grind 
this year, and the winner himself was 
shuffling along at well under half power. 

But that win was as good as any, 
especially for Chuck Palmgren, who 
achieved his first Championship victory 
of 1970, and the first ever for the 
Yamaha 650. Furthermore, Chuck 
cannot be accused of merely outlasting 
the competition, since he was never 
running lower than fourth, and led the 
final for 33 of the laps. 

The day began as many have this 
year, with Jim Rice pushing his BSA to 
a fast lap and an easy heat victory. Jim’s 
timed lap on the howling Three beat the 
old record of 42.06 held by Fred Nix. 
Rice’s time was 41.19. 

Following Rice in the first heat were 
Са! Rayborn, Don Castro, Larry 
Palmgren, and Frank Gillespie. 

The second Expert heat was taken by 
BSA teammate Dave Aldana, riding a 
twin. Dave squeaked to a difficult 
victory after dicing with Mert Lawwill 
for the duration of the heat. Following 
the two were Gene Romero, Mark 
Brelsford, and Bill Eves. 

The third Expert heat was delayed as 
George Roeder crashed on the first lap, 
sliding into the concrete wall in the final 
turn. George, one of the great AMA 
milers, received a broken right leg, but 
appeared otherwise uninjured.

After the restart, Gary Nixon took 
the flag, barely beating out Chuck 
Palmgren, whose Yamaha twin was 
apparently matching the Triumph Three 
for horsepower, and probably 
out-performing it in the turns. Tom 
Rockwood and then Canadians Yvon 
DuHamel and Dave Sehl followed for 
the final transfers. 

Final entrants in the National via the 
non-paying semifinal were Кеп 
Pressgove, Dave Smith, Eddie Mulder, 
Norm Robinson, and Keith Mashburn. 

Amateur heat winners’ were Al 
Kenyon, and Rex Beauchamp, setting 
the stage for a final that would replay 
their ferocious Santa Fe battle. The two 
yellow-platers were a study in styles, as 
they dueled for the class feature. 

Kenyon rides aggressively, with a 
great deal of movement and muscular 
action at the controls of the bike. 
Beauchamp, by contrast, achieves a

smoothness that belies his tremendous 
speed. 

Kenyon put his BSA in control early, 
but on lap three Beauchamp moved 
ahead, passing both Denny Palmgren 
and Kenyon on the front straight. Three 
laps later Kenyon took command again, 
but on the next four Rex took the lead, 
and held it to the final flag with Kenyon 
hustling on his rear wheel all the way. 

The Championship race, the great: 
bike killer, began with the Experts 
staged in four rows. Jim Rice, Dave 
Aldana, Gary Nixon, Cal Rayborn, and 
Mert Lawwill composed the first row, 
with Rice characteristically choosing the 
outside pole. 

The second row was composed of 
Chuck Palmgren, Don Castro, Gene 
Romero, Tom Rockwood, and Yvon 
Duhamel. 

Mark  Brelsford, Larry Palmgren, 
Frank Gillespie, Bill Eves, and Dave Sehl 






filled out the third row. 

And completing the field of twenty 
on the final row were Ken Pressgrove, 
Dave Smith, Eddie Mulder, Norm 
Robinson, and Keith Mashburn. 

Lawwill and Rayborn showed who 
has the edge on power by blasting their 
XRs into distant leads at the very start. 
And on they continued for ten laps, 





with Cal moving away from the field 
and Mert moving away from Cal. 

Then on the 11th lap Dave Aldana 
spilled in the turn while attempting to 
move in on Rayborn. Chuck Palmgren 
took advantage of the traffic and pulled 
ahead of Rice and Rayborn. 

Chuck bore down on Mert, and on 
lap fourteen took the lead, with Rice 
following closely as Mert dropped back 
to retire one lap later, his rear tire 
shredding from the heat and 
punishment. 

Rice continued to pressure Palmgren, 
but he couldn’t seem to get that 
necessary extra horse out of the Three. 
Riders were dropping out rapidly with 
motor failures, and many were stopping 
for desperate repairs, losing a couple of 
laps, then re-entering the race. 

Suddenly Palmgren appeared in the 
distance out of the final turn on lap 
twenty-nine, and Rayborn followed. 
Rice had disappeared, and finally he 
came into view, pushing the big Three

Aldana captured his third National 
tonight on the Indianapolis mile track, 
taking the lead in the Expert Final from 
early leader Cal Rayborn, after about 
six laps. From this point on, Aldana 
lengthened his lead with every lap, 
taking the checkers by more than half a 
mile. 

Second in the Expert Final following 
some fine riding in the last lap, was Tom 
Rockwood.

MOORPARK, CALIF., Sept. 6, 1970 — 
Southern California motocross riders 
demonstrated their supremacy of team 
racing here Sunday, taking a very 
bitterly contested second consecutive 
victory from the northern California 
team, 165 to 136. The South also won 
the first race of the series last week at 
Sacramento, 164 to 149. 

In a sport that usually abounds with 
fun, good-feelings and sportsmanship, 
Sunday’s race created a number of 
psychological wounds that will be slow 
— if ever — to heal. Fights and near 
fights were the order of the day. 
Fortunately — and with no thanks to 
many things that happened both on and 
off the track — the wounds were only 
psychological and not physical. 

The whole thing smacked of roller 
derbyism, the only difference being that 
this was for real and 250 pound 
machines going at speeds up to 60 mph 
were involved. 

Like so many other things about 
motorcycle racing that end up 
negatively, nobody but nobody wanted 
or tried to make it that way. That’s just 
the way it happened. 

And it’s a shame that things had to be 
that way, because, from a spectator’s 
point of view, team racing is potentially 
one of the most spectacular things to 
appear recently on the bike racing 
scene. 

Billy Clements and John DeSoto were 
the standouts for the southern Expert 
victors, while Claus Nielsen, replacing 
Sweden-bound Bob Grossi, was high 
point man for the group from the north. 

Super Swift Doug Grant was, like last 
week in Sacramento, heads and shoulder 
above the rest of the Junior field, 
demonstrating that he can make his 
250cc AJS do about anything he damn

CARLSBAD, CALIF., Sept. 6, 1970 — 
George Kerker оп his Norton 
Commando and John McGillivray on 
the “Johnny’s BSA” sponsored Rocket 
Three showed the crowd and other 
riders what road racing was all about 
during the Heavyweight Production 
Event of Sunday’s ACA Road Racing 
Meet. 

Kerker determined to even the score 
with McGillivray after being beaten by 
him at Vaccaville two weeks previously 
and McGillivray equally determined to 
score another victory chased each other 
around the tight, bumpy Carlsbad 
course in a way that made the chase 
scene from the movie “Bullit’”’ look like 
a Sunday drive. 

From the LeMans type start it was 
the two Honda 750’s of Smith and 
Chambers who got away the quickest 
making full use of their electric starters. 
But, by the second lap the BSA and the 
Norton began dicing it out, turning 
identical lap times of one minute twelve 
seconds. (Cal Rayborn turned one 
minute, nine second during an AMA 
roadrace at Carlsbad several years ago). 

Each lap both riders would brake 
deeper and deeper into Turn one and 
the end of the straight and accelerate 
out faster and faster. One lap Kerker 
would lead down the straight, the next 
McGillivray. On the last lap Kerker 
caught the BSA оп the uphill 
right-hander which gave him a clear run 
up the hill and through the back straight 
sweepers. As they came down the front 
straight to the flag Kerker pulled away 









and took first a few seconds ahead of 
McGillivray. 

Further back in the field — but not 
very far — was Pat Evans riding a Suzuki 
250cc to а very polished and 
professional win in the 250cc class of 
the event, beating most of the larger 
bikes to the flag. Pat had previously 
won the 200cc Senior GP event in fine 
style and had the 100cc Senior GP sewn 
up until his clutch went several laps 
from the finish. Although all of Pat’s 
bikes carried Don Vesco’s name, it is Pat 
and his father who prepare and tune 
them for each race. 

In the 250cc to Open Junior GP it 
was again Evans who showed the way to 
victory, but not before an exciting 
tussle between him and Rick Sherer 
riding a 350cc Honda in the early stages 
of the race. Evans poured on the coals 
and tore his way from a middle of the 
pack start, dueled with Rick Sherer for 
several laps, passed him, and at the end 
of the race had an eight second lead 
over a very swift Mel Dinesen Yamaha 
350 ridden by Jeff Sperry. 

As the race progressed Sperry turned 
faster and faster lap speeds as he became 
more confident with the track. As the 
checkered flag dropped it was Evans on 
the 250cc Yamaha who won his class 
and a first overall against the faster 350, 
500, and 750cc bikes. Jeff Sperry won 
the 350cc division and a second overall 
with Rick Sherer taking a second in the 
350 and a third overall. 

The Senior GP event saw Kerker win 
on his Production Norton Commando. 





In the process of doing so he turned a 
1:08 lap time, the fastest ever for the 
track. McGillivray scheduled to ride his 











750 Norton GP bike found the brake 
pad missing from the rear brake and 
consequently took the production BSA 
out on the grid. 

The GP Norton has been plagued by 
minor ailments much to the chagrin of 
McGillivray. At Vaccaville it was a flat 
tire and at Carlsbad an oil line broke in 
practice while Richard Feist was riding 
causing him to spill on Turn two. Then, 
in the Heat Race the header pipe came 
loose. 

Pat Hynan on a Ymaha TR2, who 
had earlier won the heat race, took the 
lead at the start closely pursued by 
McGillivray and Kerker. The incredible 
horse power of Hynan’s bike was 
obvious on the front straight when he 
and Kerker would come around the last 
turn together and onto the straight. As 
they both accelerated down the straight 
Hynan’s bike would pull ten lengths on 
Kerker by the time they began braking 
for Turn one. However, on Lap six 
Kerker took the lead from Hynan going 
up the hill and never relinquished it. 
Apparently Hynan lost fifth gear and 
had to ride the rest of the race with 
only four speeds. 

A sobering note to the day’s racing 
was the death of Robert Krutchfield 
from El Monte who got into a tank to 
tank speed wobble during practice, was 
thrown from his bike and suffered head 
injuries. He was rushed by ambulance to 
Tri-City Hospital where he later died.

Last week we discussed insurance from a general 
standpoint and the message was, Don’t buy insurance 
unless you absolutely must. We tried to knock holes 
in a few of the arguments used in favor of buying 
insurance. This week we will assume that you have 
decided that you must buy insurance and that you 
ride a road-type motorcycle . 

You have the option of buying your insurance 
from either a broker or directly from an insurance 
company. A broker is simply a salesman: He sells you 
the insurance, and then sells you to an insurance 
company. Sometimes a broker will handle many 
companies and will attempt to match a company to a 
customer, but where motorcycles are concerned most 
brokers only have one or at best two companies with 
whom they can work. 

You might think that you can save a middle-man 
profit by dealing directly with the company, but in 
the case of insurance this is faulty reasoning. First of 
all, if the company doesn’t work through brokers, it 
saves the broker’s percentage, but must pay a 
salesman of its own or bike shop salesman. At any 
rate there is little difference in cost between these 
two. Pay-off is something else. If you have a claim 
and a reasonably honest or sympathetic agent, he 
might press matters for you. A salesman for an 
insurance company is not likely to be of any help. He 
will see that a claims adjuster is sent to you and the 
claims adjuster will ‘‘adjust” you right down to 
minimum legal liability (and below if he thinks you’re 
in no position to fight and you aren’t a particularly 
valued customer). 

Buying insurance is a little like buying a 
motorcycle. Frequently who you buy from is more 
important than what you buy. All policies have holes 
in them (called exclusions by insurance people) and 
the most disastrous holes are the ones that are most 
carefully camouflaged by the companies. The broker 
can point these out if he feels like it and if he knows 
enough about it himself. If you’re lucky, you might 
find out what insurance you don’t need from a good 
agent. But don’t expect this: They get a commission 
on what they sell. 

There’s no really reliable way to choose a good 
broker, any more than there is to choose a good 
priest or a good cop. You must rely mostly on 
intuition supported by a few scraps of evidence. With 
cops, priests and insurance agents, you don’t know 
what you have until you’re really in need, and by 
then second choices are out of the question. 

I interviewed a number of company representatives 
and brokers in preparing this article and here are 
some of the things that I observed. Everyone I talked 
to claimed some personal association with 
motorcycles and most had some pictures of bikes on 
their desk or wall. Most of it was put-on. Some of the 
guys that I talked to probably couldn't tell the 
difference between a Norton Manx and Cushman 
Eagle. Two exceptions were Jim Manning and John 
Maynard. Manning has had a long association with 
bikes in several areas and Maynard's boys are top 
motocross riders. Even a real association with cycles, 
however, doesn't guarantee anything special, but if 
there is nothing else on which to base a judgment, 
you might just as well give your bread to a fellow 
cyclist. Besides, someone who will try to put you on 
about being a bike rider is not likely to be very 
honest about anything else, either. 

If you're a reasonably competent conversationalist, 
you can find out quite a bit from insurance agents by 
planning a line of conversation beforehand. For 
instance, you can imply doubt about the solvency 
and respectability of the company and listen carefully 
to the reply. If the agent tells you how well they're 
doing, how few losses they've had, and how much 
reserve they have, you can then prepare a trap. Talk 
about something innocuous for a bit and then 
complain about the high rates. If you get a song of 
poverty coupled to wails of sorrow and losses, you 
might suspect some lack of candor on the part of the 
agent. 

One agent that I interviewed first told me how 
risky it was to write insurance in this area, then told 
me he'd had only nine losses since he started business. 
He then complained about the high overhead. It was 
so bad, he said, that he had to raise the rates on a 
client who had never had a claim in several years of 
coverage. This agent had an absolutely sumptuous 
office, slightly larger than my living room, and a 
telephone with more buttons on it than my 
typewriter. He even bragged that his mini-skirted 
showgirls (who were unsuccessfully passing for 
secretaries) made more than any of Cycle News’ 
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employess. I have no doubt that was true, but I didn’t 
believe anything else that he told me. Such overhead, 
I wish I had! It takes some special kind of talent to 
remain unembarrassed by such gross contradictions. 

With most types of companies you can assume 
better and more attractive facilities simply mean that 
the company has improved its product and is selling 
to a larger share of the market, thus making more 
profit. But there is no product in insurance; there is 
nothing to improve. Most agencies have about all the 
business that they can handle. When the agent starts 
dolling up the office, either literally or figuratively, 
there is only one possible place the money can come 
from: your pocket, either in rate increases or less 
service. If I were going to buy insurance, (which I’m 
not,) I would choose a broker who had been around 
for awhile and who didn’t have a really lavish set-up. 

There is at least one company around that has 
filled all its public-contact positions (it doesn’t use 
brokers) with motorcycle people. I met some of 
them. The guys are o.k. and the chicks are groovy and 
they do know motorcycles. Unfortunately the don’t 
know insurance. I suspect that these people would try 
to help you as much as possible, but that might not 
amount to much. And, from what I could see, the 
motorcycle people are only on the first level. The 
second level is probably an IBM computer and it gets 
colder from there on up. 

From most companies’ viewpoints, motorcycles do 
not represent desirable trade. Thus if you have an 
older, richer friend or relative whom you trust (like a 
father?) it might be worth up to $200.00 to simply 
give him the bike (legally) and let him insure it as part 
of his household transportation. He can then let you 
ride it and the two of you can pocket the difference. 

If you manage to get your bike insured as part of a 
larger package and do your dealing with an 
automobile insurance broker, you will be asked where 
you live, how far you drive to work, whether other 
people will be driving your scooter, and so on. 
Honesty is the best policy only when you know 
there’s a reasonable chance of being caught. 
Otherwise honesty just merits a higher rate. Whenever 
you're tempted to feel sorry for the poor insurance 
company, force yourself to recall that in almost any 
downtown area in the country, the tallest and most 
luxurious buildings are owned by the poverty-stricken 
insurance companies. 





TYPES OF INSURANCE 

Road motorcycle riders can buy two types of 
insurance: Insurance designed to protect the rider 
himself from heavy financial loss (medical and 
liability) and insurance to cover the motorcycle 
(comprehensive, fire, theft, collision). A third type 
which the cyclist is sometimes forced to buy is 
insurance to protect the dealer or finance company 
which is financing the bike. 

The most important insurance is medical 
insurance covering your self and possibly your 
passengers. If you want decent medical attention 
following an accident, you must be able to produce 
proof that you are able to pay for it. It's a strange but 
true fact that even hospitals which have received 
much of their initial funding from the state (which is 
you) feel they have no obligation to the public, or at 
least to that section of the public which is unable to 
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рау the huge fees medical people feel they must 
charge. Consequently, if you are in a bad accident 
and medical care is imperative, you will die if you 
can’t pay. It’s that simple. We will discuss medical 
coverage in detail in the next article. 

LIABILITY INSURANCE protects you from the 
financial effects of an accident and from certain legal 
effects which have been engineered by insurance 
company lobbyists. Do not make the mistake of 
thinking that liability insuracne will in any way 
protect a person that you injure; that person will get 
only the amount that he or his lawyers are smart 
enough to collect from your company’s lawyers. If 
your victim is poor and not too bright, you might be 
able to turn him into a vegetable for peanuts. (The 


legal term for this operation is “obtaining a 


settlement”). On the other hand, giving a wealthy 
matron (with sharp lawyers) a stiff neck might cost 
you your home and all your possessions, even if you 
have insurance. In most cases if you have a goodly 
amount of liability insurance, you will escape 
financial injury. Perhaps more important, you will 
not lose the right to drive, which is the legal 
blackjack used to encourage you to buy insurance, 
even if you don’t have a home or any possessions to 
lose. 

Liability insurance is usually denoted by a string of 
numbers such as 15/30/5. This means the company 
will back you to the extent of $15,000 for the injury 
to one person, $30,000 for injury to more than one 
person and $5,000 property damage. This amount of 
insurance will keep you out of trouble with the state 
in the event of any accident, but is not really 
sufficient if you have money or material belongings 
that you would be destitute without. 

The cost of liability insurance for road cyclists is 
low in terms of dollars (about $44.00) but not in 
terms of risk. The amount of damage to others that 
cyclists do is rather slight. You might remember one 
other fact: If you do $10,000 worth of damage to 
anyone while on your motorcycle, you aren’t likely 
to be in any position to care what they do about it. 

The same sort of reasoning can be applied to 
COLLISION insurance. Collision insurance will pay 
for damage done to your bike either in a collision or a 
spill. This is fine in theory, but in practice it doesn’t 
work very well because, first of all, pay-offs are based 
on the blue-book vlue of the machine and you can't 
replace yours for that amount. Secondly, the 
“deductible” is subtracted. The deductible may be as 
high as $250.00. As Jim Manning puts it in his 
Article, Insurance is the Best Policy, “...and you 
receive what’s left, which often only totals a down 
payment on a mini-bike." Manning, himself an 
insurance agent, was talking about fire and theft 
coverage, but the pay-off is figured identically. 

Although collision coverage is never much of a 
deal, it is a particularly poor deal if you are handy 
with tools. In that case, if you have a collision or 
spill, you can repair the bike yourself, usually for less 
than the cost of the premium. 

FIRE AND THEFT is probably the most desirable 
coverage for a cyclist simply because cycles are stolen 
with appalling regularity and are quite susceptible to 
fire. About one out of every one hundred bikes sold 
in Los Angeles County is stolen. Fire and theft on a 
250cc motorcycle will cost you about $110.00 or 
somewhat over 1076 of the cost of the motorcycle 


(new). If you do happen to have a claim, as before, . 


you will not collect anywhere near enough to buy a 
new bike. Obviously this is a miserable deal and 
should not be entered into unless you absolutely 
cannot afford to lose your bike under any 
circumstances. It is also probably the best deal a 
motorcyclist can get on insurance! 

You can inusre your own bike against theft by 
buying a really good chain and a heavy-duty lock and 
using it, all the time. Whenever possible leave your 
bike someplace where you can watch it. Don’t park it 
near a movie theatre where a thief knows he’s going 
to have three uninterrupted hours in which to steal 
your bike and make his getaway. Learn to think like a 
thief when you're planning to leave your bike. Leave 
it in places where he hasn't got any place to run if 
he's discovered. Park it in places where he can't get 
his truck, and then chain it. Screw up the ignition or 
the carburetion so that it won't run when you're 
going to be gone for a while. 

Even when your bike is at home, it's not safe. The 
stolen bike business is so lucrative that very well 
organized and well equipped teams are operating in 
the metropolitan areas. They steal bikes that are 
chained to a post in a locked garage. There is no way 
to stop a really determined thief, but you can make

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Much to the lament of owners of 
second-hand machines, the owners and 
riders handbook never seems to pass 
from owner to owner along with the 
title to the machine, and by the time a 
machine is a few years old, the poor guy 
that owns it has no idea about the 
service that should be performed on it. 
He has a choice of trying to find a 
dealer that will sell him a handbook, 
fogetting service altogether, (Heaven 
Forbid) or taking it into a shop for the 
service. 

In truth, taking it into the shop is the 
best idea, but sometimes this is beyond 
the financial reach of a rider. With the 
economy soaring and the unions 
demanding more and more wages, 
everything has gone up including the 
dealers expenses, which he must pass on 
to the consumer. Also some riders are 
plagued with the fact that a reliable 
dealer is hard to find and he would 
rather do it himself. 

We find that one problem bugging 
owners of 500cc and 650cc -unit

construction BSA twins is how much oil 
to put in the primary chaincase. When 
the machines were new, they had two of 
the chaincase screws painted red, this 
was to designate the drain screw and the 
level screw. After a few owners and 
many chain-cover removals, this red 
paint is impossible to see and even if it 
is still visible, the owner has no idea 
what it means. 

The two screws are shown in the 
accompanying photograph, one of them 
(marked drain) will drain the oil from 
the chaincase when removed. The other 
one is removed when filling the case 
with oil. The oil (20-w) is slowly poured 
into the inspection hole until it starts to 
drain out of the screw hole. When it 
stops draining, the screw is re-inserted 
and the correct level has been inserted. 

These screws originally come with a 
soft washer on them to stop any oil 
leakage. If yours should happen to leak 
around these screws, chances are that 
this washer has been removed and it 
would be replaced. Pin this photo up 
in your garage, then you will have it to 
refer to each time that you service your 
machine. 


LARGE DIAMETER ALLEN 
WRENCHES 

One of the things that seem to bug 
the owner of an Italian motorcycle is 
the use of Allen-type plugs in such 
important places as the oil drain plug 
and various filler and inspection holes. 
Where I notice it the most is when I 
have a Ducati to change the oil and I 
find that the plug has been attacked 
with all sorts of tools in hopes of 
removing it. Pliers, a crescent wrench, 
and even a hammer and punch are 
frequently used, and it's now in such 
sad shape that dynamite seems to be the 
only solution. When you ask the 
customer why he had to vent his inner 
hatred on the poor lowly drain plug, he 
simply says he couldn't find an Allen 
wrench that big. 

What he didn't realize is that when 
the plugs get up into the larger sizes, 
they are usually 10MM, 12MM, 14MM 
or 17MM and it is true that it is hard to 
find an Allen wrench that size. But any 
motorcycle shop that handles European 
or Japanese motorcycles will have a long 
bolt with the head of the bolt the 
correct size to fit into the plug. 

It is a simple matter to bend the bolt 
at right angles close to the head and you 
have a tool to remove even the most 
stubborn drain plug, provided of course 
some Clem hasn't gotten there first with 
his water-pump ‘Plarrs’. This is the 
same fellow who works over the drain 
plugs on Hondas because he doesn’t

YUCCA VALLEY, CALIF., Sept. 7, 
1970 — The San Gabriel Valley 
Motorcycle. Club managed to pull a 
successful European Scrambles event on 
Labor Day in spite of some organized 
effort against them. 

While the club had obtained their 
location well in advance (a place called 
Pioneer Town, about three miles from 
Yucca Valley), just days before the race 
the locals began  harrassing the 
promoters, forcing them to move the 
race at the last minute, 40 miles east. 

The course was a six-mile loop and 
was favored by many riders. The fastest 
riders were completing laps about every 
nine minutes which makes average 
speeds some 35-40 MPH — not bad at 
all. There were sandwashes and a 
motocross-type section on the course, 
but a large flat downhill section made 
for the impressive speed average. 

Whitey Martino and his big Husky 
were practically unchallenged in the 250 
Open Expert class. His only real threat 
for a while was Rich Thorwaldson, but 
Rich stopped coming around after two 
laps. 

T icti later said that he fouled his 
plugs three times during the race, but 
still he had a huge lead at the finish. He 
described the course as “maybe too 
fast" but found it, on the whole, *outof 


sight!" The next two riders to come 
across were disqualified for their 
incessant course-cutting giving 


fourth-running George Walker a second 
place trophy. 

Tom Poteet also took an early lead in 
his 250 Expert race and kept it all the 
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way. He was riding a Bultaco (minus a 
fourth gear). Tom looked thoroughly 
pooped out after the race, as most 
people are after an hour of hot desert 
competition, but Tom was even worse 
off with a nasty cold. Even so, he 
received a small victory shower from his 
friends. Second place went to Gary 
Griffin. 


Jeff Wright and his Micro Metisse 
garnered the victory in the 125cc Senior 
class, which was run along with the 
250 Experts. 

Steve Fortner moved from the 
trail-bike Expert class to ride as a 250 
Novice. He out-performed the rest of his 
bigger-bike buddies with an impressive 
early lead that he never relinquished. 

Unfortunately, these results аге 
unofficial at press time and are the only 
ones readily available due to the large 
number (600-650) of entries and the 
confusion that taxed the energy of the 
SGVMC. Some disqualifications are 
pending. 

Because of that last-minute transplant 
of the race, trash facilities were 
understandibly poor and club members 
worked for hours cleaning up all the 
debris left by riders and spectators — an 
act the club deserves credit for. 

The entire hassle was the result of 
small-town politics combined with some 
shady dealings. The SGVMC had 
arranged well in advance for the race to 
be held in Pioneer Town, just outside of 
Yucca Valley, and the course would 
utilize both public and private land as in 
the years past. A few days before the

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race, however, some local political and 
financial figures began pressuring the 
club to secure insurance for spectator 
liability, property damage, ad nauseam. 

As the demands were met (after a lot 
of work on the club’s part), more were

There was ample excitement in the 
smaller classes, too, andit started in the 
125cc heat as Casey Jones (Yamaha), 
riding like the wind, took the win, pur- 
sued every inch of the way by Edward 
Green (Yamaha), scratching for all his 
worth. The contest continued on into the 
first lap of the 200cc heat as the two

SALT LAKE FALLS TO BAILEY MAGIC

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, August 23, 
1970 — The Continental Motocross 
Association brought Gary Bailey to Salt 
Lake for a Saturday Motocross School 
and a Sunday Motocross race. By 
Sunday's end, there were over a 
thousand spectators thoroughly 
convinced of Gary's status as one of 
America's top riders, and there were 
over a hundred racers from throughout 
the Intermountain region wondering 
how motocross could be made to look 
so easy. 

Bailey won every moto he entered 
Sunday, but not without a contest. 
Local rider Bob Brown was waiting for 
Bailey, and he gave Gary a race in the 
Open Expert class that motocross fans 
will remember for a long, long time. The 
first moto was no forecast of things to 
come, as Bailey jumped into first and 
Brown got away a very dead last. By the 
time Brown fought his way through the 
pack, Bailey had too big a lead for 
Brown to challenge. The second moto 
was a different story however, as Brown 
took the lead and held it for the entire 
first lap to the cheers of every spectator 
present. Bob was pushing a little too 
hard however, losing a tenth of a second 
in a slide here, a tenth of a second there, 
and against a rider of Bailey's caliber 
that is disastrous. Bailey passed, and 
while Brown stayed close it was Gary 
Bailey taking the checkered flag first. 
'Third moto, and last chance. This time 
Bailey took the lead, with Brown a close 
second. Around and around with Brown 
within touching distance of Bailey's rear 
wheel. On the next to the last lap 
Brown suddenly pulled even with Bailey 
in a sandy turn on the back stretch. The 
cheers rose and then died as Brown hit a 
bump and Bailey found good traction 
into the straight. Once again it was 
Bailey home first. Behind the two 
leaders, but not far behind in each 
moto, were Preston Gerber, who was 
fighting injuries suffered the previous 
week, and David Crandall. 

Because of the heat and the 
roughness of the course, Bailey only

rode two classes, the Open and 125 
Expert classes. In an effort to make a 
more interesting race the 175’s were 
combined with the 125 Experts, but 
even 50cc’s were not equal to 10 years 
of experience and Gary Bailey won this 
class in a walkaway, doing long wheelies 
down the straights for the 
entertainment of the spectators. The 
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SPECIAL DEALER CONTEST 
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closest local riders were Kevin Croft on 
a 175 and Warren Spencer on a 125. In 
the 175 class it was Rick Hodges and 
Ted Strong following Kevin home while 
Ken Lobach and Darrell Jerome chased 
Spencer in the 125 class. 


The big excitement of the day was 
Gary Bailey, but even his performance

could not eclipse the excellent racing in 
the other classes. The 100 Novice class 
had its largest turnout ever, with riders 
showing tons of valor and ounces of 
discretion. The starting area and the 
first corner were a disaster area for this 
class. Doug Brown survived a third moto 
tangle at the start to barely beat out Lee 
Mackey for first in this class, while Gary 
Chadwick took third. 

To complete a sweep for the Brown 
brothers, Del Brown came in with a 
convincing first place in the 100 Expert 
class, followed by William Terry and 
Jerry Davis. Bob, Del, and Doug Brown 
managed to find room in their truck for 
their trophies, but just barely. 

The 125 Novice class was another 
battle, with Leroy Fisher and Max 
Jensen each taking a first and a second 
in the first two motos. Fisher took the 
third moto however, and Max had to 
settle for second. Consistent Bob Best 
took third. The 250 Expert class seemed 
like a runaway for Steve Burgess again, 
until the third moto. Bike trouble hit 
Steve then, and he had to push 
(literally) to hang onto his first. Woody 
Lawhon was second and Sam DeAngelis 
came in third in his first ride as an 
Expert. 

Robert Plumb ran away from the 
Open Novice class, but behind him there 
was quite a battle, with Blaine Straw 
narrowly defeating Dennis Packard for 
second. There was no runaway in the 
250 Novice class however. A large 
turnout came to do battle, and battle 
they did, with a different winner each 
moto. When the dust settled it was Gary 
Mikkelson first on points for the day, 
followed by Marty Kent and Kerry 
Fowler. In addition to the close racing, 
this class also took honors for the most 
spectacular crash of the day. Al Allen 
took a 30 foot jump followed by a 30 
foot slide on his face right in front of 
the main spectator area. Fortunately he 
was wearing a Bell Star helmet, and the 
only unprotected area on his face was 
the very tip of his nose. He even 
recovered enough to ride the last lap of 
the heat — with a very red nose.

WENDOVER, UTAH, Aug. 23, 1970 — 
In a year that promied many record 
breaking passes down the salt, Mother 
Nature dropped her magic wand and 
upset the timetable enough so that at 
least two major achievements may have 
to wait another year. The ultimate 
speed record for motorcycles was 
missed by about 5 mph, as Don Vesco 
of El Cajon, Calif. went 240.244 mph in 
trying to better the Triumph-Detroit 
record of 245.667. Interestingly, 
Vesco's twin engine Yamaha 350 
(700cc) was on certified pump gasoline, 
while the existing record is held by a 
twin engine Triumph 650 (1300cc) on 
fuel. 

The other accomplishment that must 
wait is the magic 200 mph barrier for 
un-streamlined motorcycles. Don Sliger, 
South Gate, Calif., with his sanitary 
looking twin engine Royal Enfield, 
bumped the un-streamlined record to 
194.724 with a mild load of nitro. A 
few days later he came back loaded for 
bear with a 92% load of nitro and 
requalified at over 203 mph. But at 
record runs the next day, his clutch 
apparently could not handle the 
additional horses and it scattered. 

More than 100 bikes and 200 plus 
cars were on hand at the world famous 
salt flats, to try to set new, or break 
existing, records at the 22nd annual 
running of Bonneville National Speed 
Trials. Activity started on Sunday with 
shake down runs, and continued 
through the following Saturday, with 
the record attempts occurring during 
the latter part of the week. Nearly 800 
runs a day were common place, as the 
bikes were interspersed between the 
high-speed four wheelers in their record 
attempts. 

But records don’t come easy at 
Bonneville, located some 4000 feet 
above sea level. Basically the same 
Triumph Trident that Gene Romero 
used to set an average speed of 157 
around the curves and esses at this 
year's Daytona classic, could only 
manage 144 at the 4000 ft. elevation, 
straight as an arrow, salt flats.

A drag racer of much note, Leo 
Payne of Las Vegas, made another trip 
to the salt this year, bringing along his 
very mean single engine Harley fuel 
burner; a stock framed, punched and 
poked 74, with a partial streamlining by 
Wixom Bros., which looks very much 
like the items they make for the factory 
road racers. Leo took home a twoway 
average of 202.379 mph that has to be 
one of the most impressive records on 
the books. 

Before continuing with this year’s 
story of Bonneville, it might help if 
some of the clouds of confusion which 
surround the classification structure for 
motorcycles are cleared. Bikes fall into 
their two natural sub groups,. engines 
and frames. These are further divided 
into class “C” (general production) and 
class “А” (non-production or 
extensively modified). Streamlining falls 
into three categories, full, partial, and

non. Fuel is only two categories, pump 
gasoline or not. These simple divisions 
then produce 20 different classifications 
for each cubic centimeter breakdowns. 


For a quick example of this class 
designation we have an A-AB 3000, 
which is a blown Harley in a special 
frame un-streamlined. This particular 
machine is ridden by Robert Thomas 
from San Antonio, Texas, who turned 
in an outstanding performance of 
172.455 for a machine suffering some 
unusual teething problems in its first 
year at the salt. After each run this 
scooter needed a new gilmer drive belt 
for the supercharger, as all the teeth 
were chewed completely off, and the 
supercharger would be rendered 
virtually useles.. 

Engines used at Bonneville are limited 
to those manufactured by or for 
motorcycle. Most people in the

motorcycle industry are happy that this 
rule is in effect, for they would rather 
see someone like Triumph or Yamaha 
help some smart Yankee get the 
ultimate bike record instead of Art 
Arfons using a General Electric J79 jet 
engine blow the motorcycle record to 
sub-sonic figures. 

A quick look at this year's record 
book shows some repetition of names. 
James Prescott, Gulport, Miss. is 
mentioned 8 times, and Don Vesco, is 
mentioned 7 times. Prescott. is a 
roadracer with some very fast double 


motoring for a rookie machine. We 
predict capabilities of about 230 or 240 
with some more horsepower. 


Troubles started early in the week for 
the fellows from Big “D” Cycle in 
Dallas, Tex. Shorty Cardwell started off 
well with a 142.382 record in class C-C 
750 against an old record of 137.407 
mph. Last year that record paid off with 
a contingency of $1,000 from Triumph. 
This year, however, it was just a 
personal satisfaction thing. The problem 
surrounded a streamliner with a Trident

knocker Hondas. He has sewn up 
records in the 125cc to 200cc classes 
and was very busy on the salt this year, 
with a total of 4 new records. Vesco has 
records in many different categories 
and, as previously mentioned, is aspiring 
to become the fastest motorcycle rider 
‘in the world. 

The team of Monterio and Macias 
from Castro Valley, Calif., chose to 
assault one of the oldest records in the 
book. They went 134.278 with a class 
C-C (stock frame, engine and gasoline) 
1200 Harley to eclipse a 128 record 
which had sjtood since 1954. 

Another rapid Harley on the salt this 
year was ridden by Warner Riléy from 
Skokie, Ill. Warner popped two records, 
the faster of which was his APS-AG 
3000 at 169.604. This is a rather rapid 
run for a single engine H-D on gas with 
only partial streamlining. 

A real sleeper showed up this year 
and it is known as the Wheeler and 
Moulders Special, from Costa Mesa, 
Calif. It is a single engined Norton 
750cc, full streamliner, that is built with 
good craftsmanship and many 
innovations. This bike went home with 
a gas record at 208.729, which is really

for power; a slippery well constructed 
vehicle with capabilities of around 230 
mph, but the bike had trouble making a 
really solid qualification pass. The rider, 
Rusty Bradley, said they were geared a 
little too high and were attempting to 
solve this problem when the machine 
caught on fire. After a frustrating week 
of shakedown and sub-par passes down 
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Rusty Bradley’s Triumph from Big D Cycles in Dallas, Texas. 


the salt, the fellows from Big “D” 
loaded their slightly toasted rig on the 
trailer and headed home a day early. 
The previously mentioned 
supercharged Harley that ran 172 mph 
was not the only blown bike on the salt. 
There were two others, one owned by 
Alan Holoway from Belmont, Calif. 
Holoway set a new record in A-AB 750 
at 146.733 mph. The other was a full 
streamliner owned by Rick Vesco with a 
blown Yamaha 650. This bike suffered 
from terrible teething problems and 
went on its side about mid week, 





scraping off some of the very pretty 
paint. Rick wasn’t hurt at all but the 
scooter needs some work before it will 
be ready to go again. 

Yamaha nailed down some 250cc 
records, thanks to Art Barda, Orange, 
Calif. His fastest record was in class 
APS-C 250, with a speed of 133.060 
mph. This was just one of the four total 
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records that Art went home with on his 
first attempt at the salt. 

This year the 200 square miles of flat 
table salt saw the advent of a new 
service during Speed Week. The Proto 
Tool Company brought their van up to 
aid the racers. The van is outfitted with 
a complete shop inside, including Gas 
and Arc welding, loaner tools in all 
sizes, and Torque wrenches, The van 
was used for an average of 17 welding 
jobs per day and countless tool loaning 
to both participants and spectators 
alike. The competitors asked me to give 
them a special word of thanks. 

Kawasaki also deserves a special word 
of mention, as they paid the rent on the 
salt for one day. This in itself is no 
mean feat. It costs $1,000 per day to 
rent the salt and more sponsors are 
needed if this event is to continue. 

The economics of the salt flats are 
staggering. It costs around $8,000 just 
for one wek's rent. Add to that the 
motel cost for the help necessary to run 
an event of this magnitude, the timer 
and the necessary communications 
equipment, and you end up with a 
sizeable total. This money can hardly be 
paid by just entry fees alone, and it 
seems obvious that the event needs 
sponsors for it to survive. 

Darrel Packard, Long Beach, Calif., 
took his special stretched out Suzuki 
50cc down to a new record of 82.264 
on fuel. Doral Eckart, also of Long 
Beach, had a traveling 100cc Suzuki and 
cut a trail at 95.728 for a new record in 
partial streamlining on gas. Paul 
Flanders hitched a ride on Darrel 
Packard’s 50cc play bike and set a new 
record at 64.470 mph in C-C 50. 

There was a streamliner parade into 
town at the beginning of the week and 
everyone had high hopes for a new 
record. But by the end of the seven days 
the ultimate mark was still intact and 
everyone was on their way home to get 
ready for next year. Mother Nature had 
taken about one day from the racers 
with wind and rain, not tomention the 
fickle finger of fate that had accounted 
for numerous engine mishaps; like the 
tire failure on Don Vesco's streamlined 
Yamaha at 250 plus mph. This put his 
little liner on its side for over 300 yards. 
No problem though, and Don was 
running two days later with a clean set 
of underwear. 

Complete lists of the record runs will 
be made available when they are made 
official and will be printed later in this 
paper.

There was a lot of action in this class as 
first one then another rider would come 
around in the lead. Most of the changes 
were due to the extremely rough uphill 
sections where the power of these big 
bore machines frequently got them into 
trouble. 

The most ferocious action of the day 
came in the Senior classes when the best 
in the Northwest got together to see just 
who was really best. 

Sachs mounted Dick Poulin got off to 
a good start in the 125 class by winning 
the first moto. But in the second and 
third moto Dave Clift let it all out as he 
and Poulin fought one of the day’s best 
duels. These two would go around only 
a few yards apart, swapping the lead 
two, three, and sometimes four times on 
one lap. Clift won the second moto

when Poulin crashed on the steep but 
fast off-cambered hill, dropping him 
back to second. 

- Another fierce duel in the third moto 
resulted once again in a win for Clift on 
the American Eagle which gave him the 
overall win. Poulin was second and Lee 
Thurman came in for a solid third 
overall. 

Action in the Senior 250 was close 
and fast. The competitors here were 
very evenly matched and each moto was 
won by a different racer. 

The first moto saw Husky rider Mike 
Welland jump into an early lead and 


hold it all the way to the checkered flag, 


pursued closely by Bulatco ace Danny 
Brecht. In the second moto Welland was 
held back in the pack and Mike Kammer 
passed Brecht for the win. Going into 
the third and final moto it was anyone's 
race and the riders knew it. The lead 
was up for grabs and was held at various 
times by Pat Marinacci, Welland, and 
Brecht. At the finish it was Brecht in 
first for the moto and the overall win. 
Second in the moto and overall was 
Mike Welland. Third overal went to 
Mike Kammer, winner of the second 
moto. 

The Open Senior was a complete rout 
for two 400 Maico riders, Jim Einarsson 
and Bill Bevaart. The lead was held 
almost continuously by Einarsson as he 
powered his way around tis twisty up 
and down course that bumps its way 
around, down into and up out of a huge 
crater. The only time Einarsson lost the 
lead was on the last lap of the second 
moto when he had trouble on the back 
part of the course and didn't come 
around for some time. Naturally, 
Bevaart was delighted with this 
development and came across the finish 
line doing a big wheelie and grinning. 
However, his grin changed to a frown 
when he saw that the starter was asleep 


at the switch and still had the last lap 
white flag out and was waiting for 
Einarsson to come around. Bill and 
quite a few others took an extra lap as a 
result of the boo-boo but the results 
were still the same. 

The final moto saw Einarsson back in 
command with Bevaart in second again 
but it wasn’t good enough to keep 
Bevaart from taking the overall win with 
his consistent ride. Third overall was Bill 
Vermilye riding a 360 CZ and nailing 
down fourth was Montesa mounted 
Doug Munson who was a strong second 
place in that mixed-up second moto. 
Dick Poulin, riding (мо classes, 
overcame some bike problems to finally 
come home fifth overall. ' 

At the end of this four race series 
there will be trophies for the best 
three-man teams and at the end of the 
first race the team of Wayne Larson, 
Ken Pierson, and Lee Frost was in first 
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place. They are all members of the 
recently formed “Duodenum Motocross 
Team, Inc.” While the members of this 
club were cheered by their fine 
performance today they were also 
saddened by the fact that one of their 
top riders, Dick DeVore, was involved in 
the day’s worst crash and received a 
compound leg fracture that will keep 
him off his 125 American Eagle for 
quite a while. 





Except for this accident, the day was 
a huge success for the Seafair City M/C 
who showed excellent race organizing 
ability in putting on a total of 30 
separate motos rapidly and efficiently in 
this one superfine day of racing. The 
next race in the series is set for Sunday, 
Sept. 20, 1970 and we'll all be looking 
forward to that one.

THE NATIONAL SCENE

GARDENA, CALIF., Sept. 7, 1970 — 
The final two АМА national 
professional races in the West will once 
again decide who is to be the Grand 
National champion racer for the season. 

The Sacramento mile oval on Sunday 
afternoon, Sept. 13th, an annual event 
since 1959, will pay a record amount of 
points and dollars. The event has found 
the distanced doubled to 50 miles for 
the twenty Experts who survive the 
time trials and heat races. 

The record $16,000 purse ties in with 
the new AMA point rule which gives the 
winner 101 points, the same as the 
winner of the Daytona 200 receivs. 

Ticket sales have been at an all time 
record pace and a sellout crowd is 
guaranteed. In fact, it will be an all time 
record crowd for the 12th annual 
running of the event. After the 
grandstands have been sold out there 
will be, for the first time, additional 
room provided for in the infield. 

Nearly 200 riders have already filed 
pre-race entries for the final mile event 
of the year. Close to 100 Experts are 
already in the fold. 

Special busses will be heading for 
Sacramento from Southern Calif., 
Oregon and Washington to watch the 
Experts and Amateurs do battle on the 
finest and best prepared mile oval in the 
nation. 

Chuck Palmgren, Gene Romero and 
Jim Rice, the three riders that made it a 
photo finish are all back for another try. 
Rice, at the present time, is the favorite 
to capture the overall point title and 
give BSA their first No. 1 rating. He 
rode a three cylinder to a near-win last 
year but at this time it is not certain 
whether or not he is slated for a twin or 
a three. 
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Romero and Dave Aldana also have 
an outside shot at the title with Mert 
Lawwill, the *69 champ, rated a slim 
outside chance for a repeat. Of the five 
contenders, only Lawwill is a former 
Sacramento winner. 

The following Saturday night, Sept. 
19th, the riders again head for the Ascot 
half mile and the 12th annual running 
of the national event. Another sellout 
and possible record crowd is once again 
assured for the final showing in the West 
of the national circuit. 

Lawwill won the Ascot TT National 
back in July and is the heavy favorite to 
win the half mile. No rider in the past 
eleven years has ever won both the 
Ascot TT and half mile nationals but 
Lawwill, who has won the Ascot oval 
national the past two years, comes in 
with enough press clippings to do the 
job. 

No less than ten riders have won the 
Ascot half mile main event during 
regular season racing this year. A new 
record high for a single season. 

To add flavor to the Ascot National 
there will be a regular season TT the 
night before on Friday night, Sept. 
18th. This will once again give 
out-of-town fans a chance to see both 
types of racing within a 24 hours span. 

One thing appears certain, by the 
time the flag drops after the Sacramento 
and Ascot Nationals, the new national 
champion will be known. 

Racing will continue to run every 
Friday night after the Ascot National 
until the first part of November. Many 
of the national riders have indicated 
they will remain at the Gardena oval to 
finish out the season.

CALIFORNIANS INVADE ARIZONA MOTOCROSS

PHOENIX, ARIZONA, Aug. 30, 1970 
— Mid-Valley Cycle Sales CZ’s were the 
hot set-up at the Manzanita Speedway 
motocross today. 

The Van Nuys based CZ team was 
brought to Phoenix to promote 
motocrossing and CZ sales in Arizona — 
it also took home top honors in all 
classes entered. 

Youngest Mid-Valley team-member, 
14-year old Greg Robinson, gave the 
new 125cc CZ its first western U.S. 
victory ride in the 125cc Senior Class. 
Mid-Valley team mechanics claim the 
125cc has finally overcome teething 
problems and should be competitive in 
the future. 

Robinson’s CZ sported a non-factory 
installed 30mm Mikuni carb, and an 
altered expansion chamber. 

In the first moto, Robinson fell on 
lap one letting Phoenix rider John Fox, 
on a Sachs, lead the pack till the last 
lap. Robinson caught Fox in the last 
turn and drove by for the checkered. 

Another. Mid-Valley rider, Коп 
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DeSoto, gave his team a convincing 
victory in all three 250cc Senior motos. 

DeSoto’s closest competition came 
from Bill Spann and Bob Hershy, both 
on CZ's. 

The only serious accident of the day 
occurred in the second 250 Senior moto 
when Butch Beard and DeSoto bumped 
while entering the first turn. Beard and 
his Greenstreak went down and Beard 
was hit by DeSoto. 

Beard sustained a minor leg injury 
from the crash and was unable to restart 
for the final moto. 

Phoenician, Brian Ross, inherited the 
lead on his 370cc AJS in the first Open 
Senior moto when leader Bob Hershy 
on his Mid-Valley CZ cleared the 
start-finish jump with a bit too much 
altitude and took a spill on his landing. 

Ross held off second-place DeSoto 
for à three-second margin win over the 
Mid-Valley rider. 

In the next Open Class moto, state 
TT-Champion Byron Boaz grabbed the 
lead on his Dave's Kart Shop CZ 
followed by Paul Neimi from the same 
shop on a Maico.

On lap three, DeSoto and Neimi 
bumped going into a turn which caused 
Neimi to drop back. Boaz held his lead 
over the California rider until nearly the 
final lap when his fuel tank broke, 
giving DeSoto the win. 

Neimi, a bit miffed from his shunt 
with DeSoto earlier, jumped to the lead 
early in the third moto. DeSoto, tiring 
from his dual-class competition, was 
unable to repass the smooth Neimi.

The 125 class was split into three 
divisions. The first division was a win 
for Yamaha mounted Joe Stout with 
Sachs mounted Richard  Protich 
managing second overall. 

The second division win went to 
Stephen Merkel, also Sachs mounted. 
John Rathbun maneuvered his Penton 
to second overall. 

The third division looked like a 
Bultaco ad, with that brand garnering 
the first three places. Charles Mott 
pushed his Bul to an overall win, with 
Louie Dunn following in for second for 
the day. 

The newly formed 100-125 Senior 
division saw plenty of action and a bit 
of place swapping. Ron Matheny stayed 
out in front long enough to win the 100 
class on his Suzuki, with John Gronek 
keeping his Hodka well placed for 
second.

which now had a huge hole in its side 
where it had spat out its primary drive 
chain. 

Gene Romero was sputtering along 
on one cylinder, attempting to grab a 
few more laps. Keith Mashburn, Tom 
Rockwood, Bill Eves, and Yvon 
DuHamel were in and out of the pits 
with desperate repairs. Don Castro, with 
a shattered hot shoe, thrilled the crowd 
by passing the stands at speed with his 
foot on the handlebars, undoing the 
buckle. 

Then Rayborn locked it up, and that 
moved Gary Nixon into second place. 
The remainder of the field was 
sputtering along on sick motors. Mark 
Brelsford dropped out next, leaving 
Dave Sehl with the only XR to 
complete the grind. 

Chuck's Yamaha was getting flatter 
and flatter in tone, and on the yellow 
flag lap he struggled by at only half a 
competitive pace.

life difficult for him. It’s relatively easy to wire in an 
alarm system. If you're going to be gone for a while, 
pull off one or both of the wheels and put them in a 
different location. Then chain what's left to an 
immovable object. 

Dealers contribute to the theft problem in two 
important ways. First they minimize the problem to 
the buyer. This is understandable but very 
short-sighted. Its pretty hard to tell a customer, “I 
would like you to buy this shiny new Sportster, but 
you must realize that it will cost you about $370.00 
to insure it (with a $250 deductble of course) and 
that it will probably be stolen within 28 days. If 
everything goes right, the insurance will probably 
cover what you owe on it and all you'll lose is your 
$800.00 down payment. Sign right here.” A dealer 
might just lose a few sales that way. On the other 
hand, the cost of insurance on big bikes is costing 
many sales already and the only way to cut that cost 
is to make it hard on the thieves. And a buyer who is 
unaware of the theft problem is an easy mark. 

The other way that dealers contribute to the theft 
problem is by buying hot parts. Everyone who’s been 
around the motorcycle business a while knows which 
dealers are buying hot parts. Unfortunately it’s 
almost impossible to prove and the police are much 
more interested in busting kids for dope than in 
catching motorcycle thieves. The answer is, find out 
who in your neighborhood is buying hot parts, spread 
the word and boycott his shop. 

While it won’t prevent your bike from being stolen, 


you might help catch a thief by making the parts of 
your bike unique. Get a metal stamp and put your 
initials on every major piece of metal. Then if your 
bike is stolen, tell the police about it, if you can find 
one who will take a report. 

John Maynard offers a discount to anyone who 
installs a theft alarm on his bike. This discount, in 
some cases, will more than cover the cost of the 
device. Maynard told me that he will offer a similar 
discount to anyone who buys and uses a good chain. 
This is a small step in the right direction and one of 
the few positive notes I found in my study of the 
subject. While on the subject, he also gives discounts 
to riders who have completed driver’s education 
courses. 

There is another coverage usually tacked onto Fire 
and Theft which is called “COMPREHENSIVE”. This 
protects you in case your motorcycle is eaten by a 
voracious iguana, or struck by a bolt of lightning 
from the hand of an angry and indiscriminate god. It 
doesn’t cover you during wars and insurrections. In 
short it’s not worth much, but you might not have 
any choice about buying it if you purchase fire and 
theft. - 

If you are hit by an uninsured motorist, you are 
not covered unless you have agreed to have 
UNINSURED MOTORIST INSURANCE. If the odds 
against your being involved in an accident are 1,000 
to 1, the odds on your being involved with an 
uninsured motorist are 1 in 8,000. You can figure it 
out for your own case, 


There are a couple of coverages which you might 
be forced to buy if you finance your bike. These do 
absolutely nothing for you and are explitive in every 
sense of the term because you only buy these 
coverages when you are poor and are financing your 
bike at what are already exhorbitant rates. One such 
coverage is variously called C.E.S. or “Skip” coverage 
and it protects the dealer, in case you decided to 
leave the country without paying for your scooter. 
Another is called “Vender Single interest” which 
protects the finance company if the bike is stolen. 
You get nothing, but you pay for the insurance. 
These. coverages are nothing but additional finance 
charges. They will never be purchased by a person 
with substantial assets and should not have to be 
purchased by anyone. 

As mentioned before, insurance policies are full of 
loop-holes and the only way you can find them is to 
have someone point them out, or read the policy very 
carefully. Brokers will be happy to show you some of 
the loop-holes because they have coverages (at 
additional cost, of cours) for those holes. For 
instance, if you’re involved in a collision, most 
policies don’t cover the tow charges. They don’t 
cover your transportation expenses while your bike is 
being repaired. They don’t cover you while you’re 
driving someone else’s motorcycle. Etc. As a first step 
in your battle for survival, learn to read the 
jargonistic garbage in which contracts are written.
